Both  cars  were  consigned  to  direct  receivers  and  no  offerings 
OF  FOWL  and  miscellaneous  ITEMS  WERE  REPORTED  FOR  THE  OPEN  MARKET,  ThE  MARKET  HELD 
nominally  very  firm.  Truck  receipts  to  dealerswere  moderate  with  the  bulk  of  arrivals 
GOING  TO  private  INDIVIDUALS  AND  GROUP  OF  BUYERS  AND  NOT  FOR  OPEN  MARKET  TRADING, 
Available  supplies  for  open  market  were  light  and  insufficient  for  trade  requirements.
